Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth In this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1-14,16-18.20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Avitall (6430426). 

Re claim 1 , col. 4, line 32 teaches that the device of Avital can pierce the atrial 
septum. Thus, Avitall is considered to teach piercing the atrial wall. Further, it is 
considered implicit/obvious that the tip of the Avitall device is sharpened; 
otherwise the tip couldn't pierce the wall of the heart. As taught throughout the 
patent, the shapeable section of Avitall can be shaped into numerous shapes, 
depending upon the desire lesion one wants, see col. 6, lines 63+, and col. 4,^ 
lines 14+, for example. Still further, the control wires 294,295 shown in figure 22a 
are considered to be obvious over/analogous to the fixturing means set forth in 
the claims. That is, any number of shapes for the shapeable section can be 
achieved via the wires, as shown in figures 22b, 22c and 23, with the device of 
Avitall in a similar fashion to that of the fixturing means. 

Since new art has been applied, this rejection is not made final. 
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3. Claims 15,19 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims.
